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CIVILIAN DEFENSE INFORMATION 



PLAN PROTECTION FOR THOSE IN 
CHURCH .DURING AIR RAIDS 

Warning that enemy air raids or air raid driiis may occur 
while congregations are assembled for worship in churches, the 
State Council of Defense this week issued a set of precautionary 
suggestions for the safe conduct of the worshippers. 

"It is necessary for each church to plan proper air raid pre- 
cautions," A. C. Marts, State executive director, points out, list- 
ing the following measures: 

( I I Congregations should not be dismissed, as the street 
is the most dangerous place during air raids. 

(2) A Church Defense Committee should be appoiq-ted by 
each church. This committee should work in close cooperation 
with the local Council of Defense of the community in which the 
church is located. 

(3) Church Defense Committees 'should appoint a Chief 
Air Raid Warden who will take charge during air raid drills. 
Enough Air Raid Wardens should be appointed to have at least 
one and an alternate for each aisle or section of pews. A suit- 
able nucleus for the Church Air Raid Wardens "would be the 
ushers. 

(4) The Church Air Raid Wardens should take the basic 
training for Air Raid Wardens as given by the local Council of 
Defense and on completion of the basic training should be award- 
ed identification cards and armbands of the Citizens' Defense 
Corps. 

(51 Church Defense Committees should designate certain 
rooms in the church or in the Sunday School building which will 
be used as shelters during air raids or air raid drills. The con- 
gregation should not be kept in the church auditorium because of 
the fragile nature of the roof and because of the danger of in- 
Jury from flying glass. No church has shelter rooms which are 
safe from a direct hit by a high explosive bomb, but shelter 
rooms should be selected which offer the best protection from 
flying glass and debris. 

(6) The worshippers in each aisle or section of pews should 
be instructed to go to a certain shelter room. The Air Raid War- 
den in charge of that aisle or section of pews should immediately, 
upon sounding of the alarm, lead the worshippers under his 
charge to the shelter room agreed upon. 

17) If a church has no small shelter rooms either in the 
church or in the Sunday School building, the Church Defense 
Committee should make arrangements for such shelter rooms in 
an adjacent building to which the worshippers can be taken by 
the Air Raid Warden with a minimum distance to be traversed 
through the streets. 

(81 Drills should be held after the services from time to 
time until the entire congregation understands where they are to 
go and who is to direct them.. The minister in announcing these 
drills should ask the congregation to remain for a few minutes 
after the service. The Chief Air Raid Warden should then ex- 
plain the air raid precaution plan to the congregation. The Air 
Raid Wardens should then put on their armbands and conduct 
their sections of the congregation to the' shelters agreed upon. 

(9) In addition to the above precautions to be taken dur- 
ing daylight air raid drills the church should be prepared to pro- 
le** ihecongrtga+ion in "the same-way duri«g- : nrght air- raid at- 
tacks or drills and should be prepared to blackout lights also. 

(10) The Air Raid Wardens should be prepared to main- 
tain morale of the worshippers during their stay in shelter rooms. 
The singing of hymns or songs or some other program should be 
prepared in advance so as to ease the tension of the group during 
an air raid or drill.

WINTER FIRE HAZARDS NOTED; 
PROTECTIVE METHODS OUTLINED 

With winter fire hazards likely to be much mere acute this 
season in areas where fuel shortages may cause persons to im- 
provise their own auxiliary heating facilities, householders are 
being cautioned to pay particular attention to safety measures 
as a protection to life and property during the emergency. 

All thai is needed is a careful basement-to-roof check of the 
premises at regular- intervals. One of the chief danger spots to 
look for when checking the conditions of a chimney is directly 
under the roof, since there may be holes where the chimney 
passes through the attic. 

Most cracks in chimneys are of a more subtle nature. Where 
chimneys tack flue linings, heat and sparks often escape through 
tiny openings and start a bad blaze. 

Many fires are caused by improperly built chimneys. A com- 
mon fault is the use of a chimney as a support into which floor 
beams are set. 

Where fireplaces are used care must be taken to see that 
sparks do not ignite furnishings and that the fireplace is so con- 
structed as to prevent heat from igniting tfThbers around or below 
the fireplace. 

Steam pipes in contact with woodwork cause many fires 
each winter since steam heat dries the wood which is then in 
condition to absorb oxygen and ignite. No steam pipe should be 
within one inch of any woodwork. Where passing through com- 
bustible floors, ceilings and partitions, a metal tube one inch 
larger than the pipe and protected with metal caps at each side 
of the opening should be provided. 

A special point of danger is the place where the smoke pipe 
from a stove or furnace enters a chimney. Unless properly in- 
stalled and secured, fire is likely to start in the partitions around 
the chimney. 

Smoke pipes may appear in reasonably good condition when 
viewed from the exterior but upon inspection are often found 
clogged by creosoted deposits or eaten away by rust caused by 
condensation. Smoke pipes should be inspected before and after 
the heating season and more often if wood fuel is used. 

In the winter old, dry wooden shingle roofs are an added 
danger because of their susceptibility to ignition from open fires. 

Few fires can be as easily prevented as those caused by the 
storage of ashes in wooden barrels or other combustible recep- 
tacles. A fire in the contents of a metal barrel will often burn 
itself out from lack of air, as air can enter only at the top. To 
use wooden barrels or boxes for ashes or rubbish is to needlessly 
jeopardize homes and families. 

Persons accustomed to automatic oil heat will be stoking 
furnaces converted to coal. Improper operation of drafts result- 
ing in overheated furnaces and flues, and improper banking' of 
fires resulting in coal gas explosions will doubtless cause many 
fires. Rubbish piled near furnaces and hot ashes piled against 
wooden [partitions are. other menaces. '

Successful community life is built on the characters and ! 
personalities of men like Walton Went*, men with whom the in- i 
stinct to render service and neighborliness comes ahead of set- J 
interest. That is especially apparent in the smaller centers like i 
Narberth and, reversely, is, one reason why self-government _ in ] 
large cities is less successful because it is more impersonal. The 
Borough of Narberth has been particularly fortunate ever since 
it was incorporated in having available the services of men of the 
Wentz type. That, more than any other reason, accounts for trie 
good government and- good community services and spirit which 

prevail there. 

Walton Wenti served his home town, his church and his 
employers with unstinted 2eal and generous self-sacrifice all the 
years of his adult life. Like other men of that type, he was un- 
assuming, going quietly about his affairs in a way that never was 
conspicuous so far as the assertion of his own personality was 
concerned. , 

He served the Borough of Narberth as a councilman tor 
eight years, during which time he was chairman of the Highway 
and Sewer Committee. That is one of the most arduous posts in 
trie Borough Council, and was especially so in Mr. Wenti' time, 
when much new street and road construction remained to be in- 
stalled. The chairman of that committee in those days had to 
expect and respond to an unending stream of telephone calls at 
his home, and of admonitions and even complaints from citizens 
whom he happened to meet on the street. That was a part of 
what Mr. Wenti went through, and his only reward was the satis- 
faction of doing a good job for his community. 

The manner in which the Philadelphia newspapers "top- 
columned" their announcements of his death was an indication to 
anyone who understands newspaper practice that he was re- 
garded by them as a man of much more than usual attainments. 
There are few people in Narberth whose unspectacular deaths 
would.be given such treatment by the crowded city newspapers. 
That was their tribute to his worth, and to the manner in which 
they knew and liked him as the public relations man of the 
Philadelphia District of the Pennsylvania Railroad.

should be kept a safe distance from combustible furnishings and 
placed where they will not easily overturn. 

A leading cause of winter time fire fatalities is the use of 
kerosene or other flammable liquids to kindle or "quicken" a fire. 
When kerosene is heated to 100 degrees or over it behaves very 
much like gasoline at ordinary temperatures and gives off similar 
explosive vapors. 

Proper storage of oil fuel is an important feature. Care 
should be exercised not to spill it drawing it from drums or other 
containers. 

Another winter precaution — don't let the hydrant near your 
property be obstructed or hidden by snow or ice. Shovel it clear 
first, and be sure to repair all leaks or damages. 

FREE .EDUCATION FOR WOMEN FOR WAR 
JOBS; DRAFTSWOMEN, CHEMISTS TO TRAIN 

War industry vitally needs about 300 women trained in 
Engineering Drawing and 100 women trained in Industrial Chem- 
istry. Any woman, regardless of age, who is a high school gradu- 
ate is eligible for college-level training in Engineering Drawing. 
For those to be trained for Industrial Chemistry the only addi- 
tional requirement is a year of Chemistry taken during the high 
school course. 

To train women to fill the positions, courses will be con- 
ducted by the colleges of the Philadelphia metropolitan area, 
classes being held three evenings a week from 7 to 10 o'clock 
for a period of 14 weeks. At the end of this time, women suc- 
cessfully completing the course of study will be fitted for the 
positions available. Starting salaries in these positions are from 
$25 to $30 per week, with time and half for overtime, and with 
increases in salary during the first year, if the woman proves 
successful on the job, to bring the pay to around $40 to $45 a 
week. 

The training will be given without cost to the student under 
the Engineering, Science and Management War Training pro- 
gram, sponsored by the United States Office of Education. To 
make application for this training, write to the Office of the Co- 
ordinator, ESMWT, 102 Wilford Building, 33rd and Arch sts., 
Philadelphia, requesting the necessary form.

Have you any idea how cold it 
gets along the Atlantic coast at 3 
a.m.? The men who have volun- 
teered to do coast guard duty are 
all too familiar with those chilling 
winds. But thanks to the American 
Bed Cross' gifts of woolen patch 
vests these men are keeping warm 
and comfortable during ttiese zero 
hours.

"In behalf of myself and my 
crew I wish to thank you for the 
very fine vests you sent us. We 
have Just come in from a tour of 
duty and have had a very good op- 
portunity to make use of them — 
in fact we were not prepared for 
such cold weather, especially in 
the early morning — and so they 
were our main protection. 

I think the idea is very clever 
and we are all indeed grateful for 
your kind thoughtfulness in send- 
ing them. We shall gel many 
hours of use out of them." 

The vests were made possible in 
the first place by Benjamin Pree- 
man. a Philadelphia tailor, who 
decided that the Red Cross could 
do something with his large col- 
lection of woolen patches and 
scraps.

Clever needlewomen in the 
Red Cross workrooms cut and 
sewed those scraps into snug warm 
vests. They lined them with mus- 
lin pickets into which newspapers 
could be placed.

(Co'itinuctl from Page Otic) 
on Salvage of the State Council of 
Defense, do hereby certify that we 
have canvassed the reports sub- 
mitted by the chairmen of the 
County Salvage Committees in the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
for the collection of scrap metals 
and rubber for the period begin- 
ning September 1, 1942. and end- 
ing October 31, 1942, and have de- 
termined that there was collected 
during this period 1.560.907,016 
pounds, or a per capita collection 
of 157.6 pounds. 

"We have further found that the 
following counties collected scrap 
metal and rubber in excess of 100 
pounds per capita of population. 
and are therefore entitled bo re- 
ceive the Salvage Victory Pen- 
nants offered by the War Produc- 
tion Board."
